Predict Vote Within A Week 
State Tax Hassle Resumes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. John J. Gilligan said to­ 
day the legislature’s failure to 
enact a permanent taxbudget 
bill has given it one of the 
worst records in Ohio history. 
Gilligan, at a news confer­ 
ence, noted Ohio is JIO days 
into a new fiscal year without a 
perm anent budget. 
“This is the first legislative 
body in the history of Ohio that 
has tailed to meet its obliga­ 
tions,” he said. 


Gilligan said a recent Frank­ 
lin

Pleas 
Court decision barring austerity 
cuts in aid to welfare patients 
“ make plainer than ever that 
the obligation tor funding these 
programs rests with the legisla­ 
ture.” 
The court, Gilligan said, felt 
the governor was trying to leg­ 
islate in making the cutbacks.

said. “Somebody's got to legis 
late.” 


On another front, Hep. Rob­ 
ert E. Netzley, U-7 Laura, an 
opponent of Gilligan's plan for

$450 million to finance local 
schools anc! necessary functions 
of state government. 
Netzley said the subsidy to

“This will mean reducing tho 
present level oi welfare case 
loads and stopping their contin­ 
ued growth,” Netzley said. He 
said they had gone up 25 per 
cent in the past IO months.

Pollutants of all kinds

emitted into the air, increased demands 
for energy, and even the large cities 
with their many miles of asphalt and 
concrete all add to the 
heat released 
into the atmosphere.

what of the underdeveloped 
n a t i o a s ?

prepared by 30 atmospheric scientists

agricultural economy may be just as

Tilt experts, guests of the Royal 
Swedish Academies of Sciences and of
